We are in receipé of Shanghai files to the 
30th ulto,’ The following extmets give the 
Principal items of Northern news:— - 

. (Evening Bepress,) : 

The launch of the ‘Chinese ae from 
the Kiangnan Arsenal was inost succesafully 
accomplished on the afternoon of the 23cd 
instant though, owing to the atate of the 
tide, the event took place half an hour ear- 
lier than anticipated, and consequently. but. 
few. of those’ who intended being present 
were on the'spot in time. This m3y well 
Le considered to mark an epoch in the hie- 
tory of this Country. Hitherto, the Chi- 
nese Lave, like their neighbors in. Japan, 
been compelled: to ‘pay. to. foreigners enor: 
mous premiums for tha purchase of steam 
vessels, which,-in nine cases out-of ten, 
prove quite useless for the services expected 
of them, Now, through. the far-seeing po- 
licy of Li. Footai and ‘Tseng Kwo fau, all 
such unnecessary expenditure of. public 
mouey is at an end. Here, in their own 
dockyard, the Chinese can build war vessels 
well suited for their necessities and manu:

and all killed-except bimeelf, Two Euro- 
peans remained ou board and a third came 
to Shanghai to obtain assistance to bring 
ip the derelict junk, bit when he got back 
he found the pirates -had retorned after 
their previous days’ work ; and driving the 
Fankweis on shore at the Beacon, took the 
junk iu tow ; our. two’ nnfortunates being 
obliged to tramp it to Shanghai.

atbitrary and unjustifiable acts, Probably 
nothing more than this:shews how far short 
the Chinese are of even,an idea of the mole 
in which justice can’ be administered or 
order maintuined. They attémpt to govera 
without the -expepse .of keeping up a guffi- 
cient. force to suppress. disurder ; and en- 
deavour by raising a presumption againat 
everybody who may be in the-remotest 
degree connected with a disturbance to 
obtain such co-operation from the masées of 
the people as may olear the officials from 
the effects of their own neglect of proper 

erage 


precautions. Hiven if they. did not beg: 

tho money necessary for keeping up a 
silflicient force, thé fear that the very men 
‘| whom they employed for the purpose might 
turn. against ‘them prevents their taking’ 
this obviously necessary. step; and. the 
result is that the only security for order 
consists in the doubtful assistance of the 
very men who-are too-often desirous not to 
bring to light but to hush up crimiinal pro. 


ceedings. : 

The injustice worked by ‘this system is 
specially noticeable in - three directions, 
namely with respect to persons found dead, 
whether. there 18° suspicion of false play or 
not ; with regard to inivestigationa of mur- 
dera, and also in respect to robberies, In 
all theso cases, which taken together make 
up.a larga: bulk of the goneral’ ran of 
crimes; wo fiid the Qhinese ‘system of 
mutual responsibility works the most flag- 
reat injustice, 5 7 

Few people who have frequented Chinesa 
streets have failed.at times to sve unfortu 
nate men in ap almost dying'state bustled 
from ‘door to’ door, and prevented from 
enjoying even the comfort of lying down 
quietly and expiring in the roada.” To most 
observers the acts of those who thus disturb 
the ‘last moments of ‘their luckless ‘fellow- 
beings must appear cruel in the extreme, as 
in point of fact, they undoubtedly are ; but 
it-is at least to be pleaded in favour of the 
Chinese, that there is some excuse - for 
these actions to be found in the terrible re- 
sponsibility. which ‘oxists in. the country in 
reference to corpses, By that wnaccoun- 
table fatality which ‘seems. to beset all the 
measures adopted by: the Chinese with a 
‘view to government and security, a law 
established for the purpose of protecting 
life, hae become ‘one of the chief causes of 
wretched gud . unueceasary. death, It is 
established 2s an inflexible rule; that the 
person upon whose ground a body is found 
is responsible. for his death, although -per- 
haps he may never have seen him before. 
The idea with which this rile was eatablish- 
ed was that it would be sufficient to make 
all interested in preventing the occurrence 
of death ‘ina given neighbourhood: . The 
effect produced is that whenever from 
accident, diséase, or poverty, a wretched 
being is on the ‘point of expiring, he finds 
no single helping hand ; but on the ‘con- 
trary, is hustled. from place. to place, the 
anxiety of all being-that he may breathe his 
last away from their respective properties. 

That this should be the.case is not to be 
much: wondered.’ at, ‘when’ the’ extreme 
rigour of the law is taken into considera- 
tion, A-luckless man‘on’ whose ‘land a 
body is found, stands a fair chunce of being 
utterly ruined, unless he can satisfy the 
relatives of the deceased. If he fail to doso, 
he is subject to beiug imprisoned and kept 
in guol, with a possible’ aeutence to death, 
hanging over his head, until, by the chi- 
canery aud cupidity of the friends ofthe dead 
man, he is often deapoiled of all hia goods, 

artly in recompense to trem, and partly as 
Bribes-ta the Mandarins. Under theae cir- 
cumstances all feetings of pity are stiffed ; 
and it is not uncommon for those-of a less 
hardened: disposition .who hesitate to use 
force to a dying man,: to exhort him with 
tears in their eyes to make it convenient tu 
die without:the boundaries of their land, 

A similar aystem is in farce with, respect 
to‘arrests iu cases. where murders have been 
committed: | 
tatus of the commonest reason or justice, all 
who are thought by ay possibility to have 
coguisanceof theaffair are withoutdistinction 
arrested as criminals, and forced to undergo 
the frightful disciplineofa Chinese prison. In 
‘the case of the furder which recently took 
“place‘at.e tea shop in the French Conces 
sion, an unlucky old woman, the servant of 
@ Tientgin merchant, who had come to the 
shop, shortly. after the occurrence, to pur: 
chase some provisions, was arrested ; and 
her master’s name being on the lantern 
which she carried, it will hardly be credited 
that he was arrested too, and that both 
were thrown ivto prison. “Beyond the bare 
fact. of the old woman coming to the shop 
there was nothing whatever to connect her 
master with the occurrence, nor was it pra- 
tended eventhatthe affair was known to him; 
much less couldjthis besaid of hermasterwho 
had not even committed the offence :of-being 
in the neizhbourhvod at the tittie of the oc-: 
currence. With regard to thefts, alike prin- 
ciple to those above noticed-is.iu force, A 
nun who has been robbed is often afraid to 
give information, ‘lest he may be punished 
for laches in-not catchiuy the thief ; and it 
is a very common thing for-a man to be 
punished if it be shewn that a thief has:com- 
mitted depredations in -his house’ befors 
taken doing so in another, on the principle 
that the negligenes in not apprehending the 
man io.the first instance waa the first cause 
of future mischief. < .
